DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claim 1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, set forth in the 
Office Action mailed 09/1 1/08, is hereby withdrawn due to the arguments provided by 
the Applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best art 
of record, Donal Jr., taken alone or in combination of other references fails to teach or 
fairly suggest "... at least one of the load impedance of said first magnetron and the 
electric power of the reference signal supplied from said reference signal supplier 
changes in synchronism with the output power of said first magnetron.", as set forth in 
claim 2; or "... a synchronous controller which controls at least one of said impedance 
generator and said reference signal supplier on the basis of at least one of an anode 
current and the output power of said first magnetron", as set forth in claim 3.
